A complaint heard often about 
CW nets is: ‘1 eannot under 
stand what is going on with all 
those abbreviations and @ Sig- 
nals.” Well, the same thing 
‘ean be applied to SSB or any 
‘other group of people who have 
developed their own language in 
talking among themselves, Of 
course you are familiar with 
‘many Q signals and akbrevia~ 
Hons that areused in everyday 
Ham communications, but nets 
lise many more, tryingto reduce 
‘superfluous transmissions, and 
promote efficient communica. 

tons. 

After some time on CW nets 
you will know and use 40 or 
‘more Q Signals and many more 
abbreviations and prosigns, But 
do not despair. You won't need 
that many as @ beginner. You 
should have on your operating 
desk a list of Q Signals and Ab- 
bbreviations such as are in many 
ARRL. publications (Operating 
‘Aid 9A is excellent), so that 
you can look up any’ that you 
dow't know. Most operators 
knowing that you are abeginner 
‘will automatically cut down 
their use of abbreviations and 
Q Signals. Here is a lst of

ations. Memorizing these will

I HATED NETS... BUT 


‘Yes, for many years [hated 
nets. ‘It seemed like almost 
every time I tuned up onarela~ 
tively clear frequency, itturned 
out to be somebody's favorite 
amateur radio network spot. A 
station out of my skip pattern 
‘would be transmitting and some 
cof his friends would tell me in 
hho uncertain terms thst T had 
better move. SometimesIwould 
join the group and sit back and 
‘wait. Then I would learn that 
there were 20 oF more stations 
‘oh the frequency so that would 
transmit only 2 or 3 minutesan 
hour. 

At first these things bothered 
me considerably, and I would 
also hear lotsof criticism onthe 
air from time to time, Then T 
began to give the matter abitot 
deeper thought. Suppose those 
20 stations were spread out thru 
the band. 

‘One of the main reasons that 
amateur radio has been so sue- 
cessful and has been tolerated 
by outsiders ts the service ren- 
dered in emergencies and in 
traffic handling. One has a lot 
Jess TVI problems with his 
neighbors when he can help them 
communieate with thelr son in 
the Peace Corps in a far away 
land, Many of these messages or 
schedules are handled thrunet- 
work contacts. 

‘Many of us’ do not have time 
to spend hours monitoring anet. 
‘Because of this time problem, I 
know that I will usually need to 
avoid them. However, f now am: 
mighty glad to know’ there are 
dependable hams standing by 
‘when Ihave a messagetobede- 
livered, 

Tow encourage my friends to 
participate regularly in ama~ 
teur radio nets. My first im- 
pression that nets were clut- 
tering up our bands was erron— 
sous, The nets keep 2 lot of 
real power-house stations tied 
up in one spot, and leave more 
of the amateur frequencies for 
other ham activities.

Many Umes 1 have listened to Amateurs discuss the best ways 
ofkesping a log sheet‘or netcontro! statlons such as the FLORIDA 
SSB FAST NET, which will be used here as an example. 

Here is a simple way that is both fast and positive and a single 
page contains all the information needed to satisfy the FCC in so 
far as a log is concerned, 

‘The only expense is 70f for one large sized Legal Pad, This pad 
measures @-1/2" x 19” and contains 33 lines which is sufficient 
for 30 check in stations. Co-ordinated with a pad is a master 
CITY check list. This list can be any piece of paper or Kept in a 
‘small notebook, but should be protected in some manner such as 
plastic covers. This master list should contain in alphabetical 
order all the cilies listed on the call-up and numbered numerical~ 
ly, for example; 

#1 - ARCADIA: K4-—-, 

#2 - ATLANTIC BEACH: WBs- 
#5 — BOCA RATON

ETC, 
ETC. 

‘This master list should contain the call letters and names it 
desired, of all the stations that are called from each city. Keep 
the call letters and names in penell and they can always be added 
or eliminated from the roll. 

Now for the log sheet itself, ( pge. 10). Rule across the page 
the first two imprinted lines as shown, Over the top line write 
the name of the net at the left hand side of the page, In the center 
of the line following the name, write NC for Net Control and your 
call letters, At the far right Side of the page place your name as 
the operator. On the second line starting at the left hand side 
‘write the date, followed by the mode of transmission fe; SSB, fre- 
quoney of net’ (3540ke), time of the start of the net (23002) with 
the closing time of the net at the far right side. This completes 
the pre-amble of the log. 

‘All the following lines are ruled vertically down the page Ieay- 
ing the last line for the totals. First rule a double line down the 
center of the page, splitting the sheet intotwo vertical halves. For 
better clarity this line should bo red and all others in black. You 
now have two columns each 4-1/4" x 13"",Starting at the teft side 
of the page measure 3/8” to the right and rule down the page. AE 
the top af the page on line three label this line CITY, Still moving 
to the right rule a line 1'" from the first line and label this one 
CALL. Next line is 1/4” trom the last and labeled T for traffic. 
You will now have a space approximately 2-5/8" between the 
traffic line and the double red lines, To the right of these double 
red lines repeat the spacing, ruling and labeling. This completes 
the log sheet. If you are a frequent control station use carbon to 
simplify the drawing however once used to it, five minutes 1s all 
it takes. 


USING THE LOG SHEET, 

Place the master city list alongside or nearby the log sheet and 
call station #1, At the same time write 1 in the first block under 
the city list, Next to {t write the call letters of the station called, 
If ealled by city only, write in the call of the answering station or 
leave blank if no answer. If the answering station has no traffic,

If he lists more than one piece of traftic list the 
number in the T column followed by the area(s). If more than one 
station answers from the same city, list them in the next line 
below omitting the master eity number for as many more stations 
25 call in, starting again with the next city you call on the roll, 

When the rolt has been called it is customary to call for late, 
new oF out of state cheekins, These may be listed at the end of the 
log sheet. Also list all emergency traffic at the beginning of the 
10g followed by regular roll call. 

‘After calling the roll it 1s simple to glance back and see what 
traffic needs to be passed. When apiece of traftie has beon passed 
place a P for passed after it. If it is not assed place an H for held 
after It. 

Now that the net 1s closed, insert the closing time in the proper 
lace at the top ofthe sheet, Add up the score and list at the bottom 
such as QNI-80, QTC-6. To comply with the law, two more things 
are needed on the log sheet. The power input in watts which can be 
Usted at the lower Tight hand corner such as 200 WIP for watts 
‘input and the log should be signed by the operator. This should be 
a8 shown; Net control, W4AA, Joe Dokes, Miaml, Fla. 

‘These logs may then be filéd away for Safekeeping. However, be 
sure to make a note in your regular station log referring to this 
particular log by date. This log will comply in all respects with 
the FCC rulings and above all will take some of the blister out of 
being net control and trying to keep a decent log sheet.
